1 . Claims 1 - 33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. In regards to Claims 1 , 9, 1 8 and 26, the prior art of record fails to teach a method of 
determining a current in an electric machine which comprises the step of capturing the current 
from the direct current bus at predefined intervals of time, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations.
